LONDON, May 16,—Rt. Hon. Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, secretary of 
state for’war, said he did not: consider 
the proposal to give the dotminions a 
rebate on existing duties as raising the 
general free trade issue. Recalling his 
phrase; ‘The door {is banged, bolted 
and barred against taxation of food- 
stuffs," he said he always considered 
that a rebate on existing duties stood 
on an entirely different plane. If it 
removed taxation on food it wauld cer- 


tainly not add to the cost of living or) 


in any wise burden our people. It 
should not be treated as a question of 
principle, but as a measure of im- 
perial diplomacy designed to express 
the warmth of our gratitude for the 
dominions for their assistance in the 
war,

Vote of $25,000,000 Endorsed But 
Many Members Disapprove of 
Measure 


OTHER BILLS PASSED 


More Pay for Mounted Police— 
Fertilizer and Bankruptcy 
Acts Disposed of 


OTTAWA, May 16.—The govern- 
ment's housing scheme was the subject 
of discussion in the house tonight. 
There was a vote of $25,000,000 for 
the scheme under consideration and 
Hon, N. W. Rowell sketched the gen- 
eral purposes and the reasons which 
had induced the government to take 
action. There was some criticism of 
the plan on the ground that it did not 
go far enough. 

While recognizing that it was a step 
in the right direction, Dr. Michael 
Clark, of Red Deer, remarked that 
something bigger and better was ex- 
pected. 

Sir Herbert Ames expressed disap- 
pointment that the measure did not 
grapple with the slum problem of tho 
larger cities. 

To this Mr. Rowell replied that if 
40,000 people were provided with bet- 
ter homes there would have been made 
an important contribution to social 
welfare. 

The housing appropriation of $25,- 
000,000 was carried shortly after mid- 
night. 

More Pay For Police 

The resolution to give statutory au- 
thority to increases of pay granted to 
the R.N.W.M-P. by order of counci) 
last year was passed. Mr. Rowell 
stated that the increase of pay for a 
constable was from $1.26 per day to 
$1.76. He said in answer to Dr. 
Thompson, of the Yukon, that the pay 
for those who serve in Ontario was $8. 

Third reading was given to the 
bankruptcy and fertilizers measures 
and the bill to amend the railway act 
with regard to the location of railways 
passed the committee stage. This bill 
Hon. Dr. Reid explained, is to place 
in the hands of the railway commis- 
sion the authority to approve of route 
maps, which has formerly been in 
the hande of the «niniater.

Mr. Meighen said that the act had 
no substantial application to the east- 
ern provinces. The water powers of 
the three prairie provinces were the 
Property of the Dominion of Canada, 
as also’ were the water powers of the 
railway belt in British Columbia. 


Water Power In West 

He sald in reply to Mr. Cahili that 
much developed horse power would 
come under the act. There was a 
large amount in the west, for. in- 
stance all the power which went into 
Winnipeg. British Columbia water 
power was exempted, because that 
province administered the water pow- 
ers in the railway belt and other 
parts, under the authority of parlia- 
ment, 

There was considerable discussion 
Over the question of expropriation, 
Mr. Bureau expressed the opinion 
that this was giving a private indlyi- 
dua! the right to acquire the proper- 
ty of another private individual for 
the purpose of private enterprise, He 
considered that such extraordinary 
power should only be vested in par- 
liament or the legislatures, Mr. Meigh- 
en contended that the spirit of the 
legislation was simply to acquire 
water powers belonging to private in- 
dividuals for the public good, He 
suggested that the power of granting 
expropriation might be vested in the 
governor- in- council rather than the 
minister, 

Mr, Bureau believed that the power 
of granting expropriation of water 
power should be vested in parliament. 

D. D. McKenzie agreed that the 
clause was rather broad and might 
be abused, Any provision which 
would permit a man to appropriate 
his neighbor's property unfairly was 
dangerous, 

The clauso carried. In answer to 
the question by Mr. McKenzie, Mr, 
Meighen said that the government did 
not sell water powers at all, That 
they were leased at a nominal rental 
of 60 cents per horse power of de- 
veloped power. The aim of the gov- 
ernment was to secure the cheapest 
possible distribution of horse power.

BOLD PROTEST 


Brockdorff-Rantzau Declares Ke- 
sponsibility for War Not 
Fixed by Treaty 


NEW CLAUSE IN TERMS 


Immediate Resumption of Trade 
with Signing of Treaty— 
More Instalments 


PARIS, May 16—The German 
peace treaty, it developed on Friday, 
contains a clause which has not yet 
been made public providing that rati- 
jfication by Germany and thres of the 
principal associated powers will 
bring the treaty into force’ between 
the ratifying parties, enabling. the 
immediate resumption of. trade. As 
the result cf conferences among the 
representatives of the powers, which 
were being continued today, the text 
of the German treaty will probably 
be made public by instalments. 

BERLIN, May 14.—(Via London)—- 
The note which Count Von Brocke 
dorff-Rantzau, head of the German 
peace mission at Versailles, handed on 
|Tuesday to Premier Clemenceau as 
| preaident of the conference, dealing 
with the question of reparations and 
responsibility for the war declared 
that Germany had obligated herself 
to give compensation based on Sec- 
etc! of Atate Dansing’s note off 
November 16, indeperidently of the 
question of responsibility for the war, 
The German delegation, the note set 
forth, could not recognize that from 
any responsibicity of the former Gere 
man government for the origin of the 
war, there could be deduced on the 
part of allied and associated powers 
the right to claim indemnification for 
losses suffered through the war. 

The note declared further that the 
peace terms provide no proof of Gere 
many’s responsibility for the war and 
requested that the representatives of 
all the allied commissions which in- 
vestigated the responsibility of the 
war ehould be communicated to the 
German delegation. 

Another note of the three handed 
in ort Tuesday, that dealing with ters 
ritorial questiong, declared that the 
portion of the treaty dealing with 
territorial anuexations was not in 
accordance with President Wilson's 
14 points. ‘ " 

Under thé financial and economics 
condjtions of the treaty, !t was fur- 
ther set forth, jt seemed that !t would 
be impossible for Germany to have 
enough gold on hand at the end of 15 
years to re-purchase the Saar Valley, 
mines from France and that if she did, 
the indemnity commission would not 
permit this gold to be used for such 
a purpose, 

The note suggested negotiationa 
with the entente with a view of affect- 
ing an alternative arrangement to 
meet France's just claims by the de- 
livery of coal from both the Saar and 
the Kuhr regions.

and he says that as an average of one 
out of every ten letters received from 
sheep owners these days, is from a 
new contributor of wool, it ts quite 
possible that more sacks may have 
to be ordered later on. Last year 
in the neighborhood of 650 sacks 
were distributed from this office, 

In regard to the paper twine, Mr. 
Stark emphasizes the importance of 
all who shear sheep being provided 
with the proper twine; occasionally 
binder twine is used—which lowers 
the amount of money received for 
|that particular consignment of wool, 
The paper twine will dissolve in. the 
cleaning vats, if it gets caught in the 
wool—but being a hard twist it is 
not nearly so likely to get caught fn 
the wool as a fuzzy cord or binder 
twine, which will not dissolve, cannot 
|be picked out by hand, and as it fre- 
quently does not take the dye, runs 
la flaw through the manufactured 
cloth. 

Mr. Stark while !n the east went 
thoroughly into the condition of the 
wool market, and says that a good 
price will be realized for this year’s 
clip of wool; it {is also settled that 
returns will be available much earli- 
er this year than they were last year.

UNIQUE CLOCK HAS HISTORIC 
INTEREST; FASHIONED FROM 
BIT OF AN AIRPLANE BLADE 


Late Capt. J. E. Green, R.A.F., D.8.C. 


Gallant Record of Late Capt. Greene 


Recalled By Souvenir In City 


Souvenirs of the Great War will be 
highly prized for many years to come, 
and one of the most unique to come 
back is the clock now being shown 
in the windows of Allan, Killam, and 
McKay. The clock was made by his 
mechanics as a gift to the late Cap- 
tain J, B. 
Force, and was completed just in 
time for him to bring with him to 
Canada on a three months leave, 
However, on the eve of his expected 
departure he wus shot down and the 
clock is now {n the possession of his 
brother, R. L, Greene, manager of 
Allan Killam and McKay, 

The clock is a work of art, It ts 
set into the boss of an aeroplane pro- 
peller, which came from another 
crash of Captain Greene's, At that 
time he nearly lost his life and only 
for the very prompt action of some 
French women, Captain Greene would 
have gone out then, and several ‘ier- 
man aeroplanes would have been the 
better, At the time of that crash 
he was returning home from some 
scouting work and got loat in the mist 
and heavy clouds, As he was run- 
ning short of gasoline, he had to land 
to get his bearings. He chose what 
loked to be a nice piece of prairie, 
but {t preved to be a marsh and the 
wheels stuck, the plane turned tur- 
tle and the aviator was pinned un- 
derneath, with the welght of the ma- 
chine bearing him into the mud, He 
chocked with the mud and became 
unconscious, The next he knew six 
French women were standing around 
him, cutting him loose from his seat, 
They had seen him drop, had rushed 
to his assistance and had to pull the 
aeroplane back to keep frem bury- 
ing him entirely, 

Captain Greene then phoned his 
aerodrome and they sent an ambu- 
lance for him, but he took with him 
a portion of the crash and later his

Sport Comment 


AMATEUR MEPTING 
ON SATURDAY MORNING 


Tomorrow at 10 a.m. the an- 
ual meeting of the Alberta Am- 
ateur Athletic Association will 
open in the Macdonald hotel 
with delegates in attendance 
from practically every city and 
town that engages in athletics in 
Alberta, It will be one of the 
most momentous meetings that 
has ever taken place in this 
province, fo upon the deliberate 
decision of the men there de- 
pends the future of sport in 
Aiberta and to some extent 
throughout the rest of Canada, 
The Dominion mecting {s to be 
held in Ottawa later this month 
and the decision of the Alberta 
union will come before that 
meeting in conjunction with rec- 
ommendations from tho. other 
provinces in Canada. Nearly all 
provinces except Ontario are 
making recommendations of a 
more or less revolutionary char- 
acter. : 

Following is from ‘the Ottawa 
Journal anent this point: 

Practically the whole country, 
with the exception of a section of 
Ontario, is in revolt against the 
Amateur Athletic Union of Can- 
ada, judging by reports received 
from both Eastern and Western 
centres, It is surely an anxious 
Period for the “fossils” who have 
controlled Canada’s amateurism 
for these many years, and it is 
Plain to be scen that something 
must ve done both with the 
union and the amateur rule if 
the athletic governing body is to 
continue. The Toronto press has 
been laughing to itself over de- 
velopments in sport circles of Ot- 
tawa, Calgary, Regina, Winni- 
peg, Edmonton, Vancouver and 
other cities, but the situation is 
now so overwhelmingly in favor 
of the “revolters” that the shoe 
is on the other foot. The saving 
of the A.A.U.C. practically rests 
with President Tom Boyd, of 
Winnipeg, and he is working like 
a Trojan to secure a solution of 
the problem now confronting the 
union. When an organization so 
Powerful as the Canadian Canoe 
Association seriously considers 
the suggestion of reinstating pro- 
fessionals, and also discusses an 
entirely new amateur definition 
which will enable professionals 
of other sports to compete as 
amateurs in the water sport, 
then the A.A.U.C. moguls must 
realize that it is time for them to 
sit up and take notice. Probably 
the reason why the union Plans 
to hold its annual meeting here 
in May {s that the union officials 
realize that the name of the A.A. 
U.O, means less to Ottawa ath- 
letes than it does to the sports- 
men of any other community of 
Canada, The union apparently 
wants to carry the issue to 
enemy territory if possible. 

Saskatchewan, according to 
statements made by prominent 
sportsmen, appears to favor a par- 
Ual whitewash with amateur and 
professional teams to be allowed 
to compete under properly or- 
ganized control, British Columbia 
wants a whitewash and to allow 
& professional in one line of sport 
to compete as an amateur in 
others. Manitoba is strong for a 
whitewash and amendments to 
amateur ruling. Ontario is 
“against everything” in the way of 
reform in sport affairs. Quebeo 
and the Maritime provinces favor 
a whitewash and an amendment 
along the line suggested by Fred 
Bettz in Saskatchewan.

The letter received by Secretary 
Chown of the Alberta branch a 
few days ago from Tom Boyd, 
president of the Dominion Union, 
outlines what in all probability 
will be the action of the Dominion 
body unless the representations 
from the various Provincial or- 
ganizations fail to agree with it. 
Mr. Boyd's ruling appears to bo 
the result of the Dominion-wide 
inquiry which he has conducted 
during the past few weeks. Fol- 
lowing is the ruling which has 
been laid down by Mr. Boyd, pend- 
ing action by the annual Domin- 
jon mecting: 

“First—Any returned soldier 
who has served overseas in any 
capacity with the C.E.F., and who 
was classed as a professional prior 
to enlistment, upon application to 
any branch of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union of Canada and declar- 
ing it i» his intention to remain 
amateur, may be granted a tem- 
porary card, 

“Second—That any athlete who 
has not habitually taken money 
since December 81, 1915, or play- 
ed against professionals, upon re- 
commendation of the registration 
committee of any branch, may be 
granted a temporary card upon 
the evidence being submitted to 
the head office of the union,

“The re-instating of declared

More Production Cure For High 
Butter Price Says J. A. Ruddick 


Ottawa, May 16—Giving evidence 
before the committee on agriculture 
on Thursday morning, J. A. Ruddick, 
Dominion dairy commissioner, stated 
that there had never been any justifi- 
cation for 76 cent butter In Ottawa, 
Toronto and other Kastern Canadian 
cities. The prices had been put up, 
he said, by ecare headlines in the 
newspapers and talk of dollar butter, 
which caused many people to buy In 
large quantities, When butter was 
being sold by some dealers at 75 centa 
a pound it could have been purchased 
elsewhere for 10 cents less. 

Dealing with the question of the ef- 
fect of cold storage on the cost of pro- 
duce to the consumer Mr. Ruddick 
stated that generally speaking the re. 
sult is to equalize prices which are in- 
éreased during the period of flush pro- 
duction but kept down during periods 
of non-production, Without cold 
storage priced during periods of flusa 
production, prices would ba so low as 
to discourage production, 

“There is only one cure for the pre- 


sent high pr ice of butter,” said Mr. 
Ruddick, “and that is more produc. 
tion,” We added that the world's 


butter. market today is controlled by 
the demand of continental MWurope. 
Great Britain with the price fixed at 
56 cents a pound, cannot get any but- 
ter and the people are still on rations, 
Butter is being shipped today from 
Canada to Denmark and Sweden, One 
reason for the shortage in Denmark 
is the lack of raw material for the 
making of margarine, 

Replying to questions by Mr. Hend- 
ers, chairman of the committee, Mr, 
Ruddick said that there is much con- 
fusion of thought in regard to cold 
storage and trading.

The Granting of City Licenses. 


The charter gives the city coun- 
cil authority to grant licenses for 
carrying on certain occupations, 
subject to city bylaws. Section 8 
of Bylaw 25 of 1917, provides that 
eyery application for license shall 
be referred to the chief of police 
for report to the inspector of 
licenses if the applicant is of good 
character. The section concludes: 
‘‘But if he (the chief of police) 
“Cascertain that the applicant is 
“not of good character, the license 
‘shall not be issued.’’ 

Section 12 provides for an ap- 
peal to the commissioners, who 
may grant or refuse without refer- 
ence to anyone. The matter of the 
granting or: refusal of licenses 
having been under discussion, the 
records have been looked up and 
the following instances noted in 
which licenses have been granted 
by the city commissioners on ap- 
peal, after having been refused 
by the license inspector:

British Fair Play. 


The city council has refused to 
dismiss the chief of police at the 
bidding of the finance committee 
without charge made or evidence 
of unfitness or inefficiency produc- 
ed.

The next 
move, if there is to be one, is with 
those who have been trying to oust 
the chief. If they have charges to 
make and evidence to support them 
it is time to abandon guerrilla tac- 
tics and to put the public in pos- 
session of the facts. Failing this, 
the public will not be at a loss as 
to the conelusion to be drawn. 


Not a Square Deal. 


Out-of-town owners of city pro- 
perty were not given a chance to 
prepay their current taxes and se- 
cure the ten per cent. discount, no- 
tices of the arrangement adopted 
not having been sent to them. That 
is not fair. It is plainly a case of 
official lethargy, or of deliberate 
intent to discriminate against the 
outside owner. In either event it 
will prejudice outsiders against in- 
vesting in Edmonton property. 
That is not. desirable. In fairness, 
and as a matter of policy, the dis- 
count period should be extended 
for out-of-town owners, and. no- 
tices sent to them, 


Should Consider the Public. 


The city council is now inclined 
to favor the Saturday half-holiday, 
rather than the mid-week half-day 
off, and the bylaw being prepared 
will probably be drawn up accord- 
ingly. That is a desirable change. 
It is noted that exceptions are to 
be made of those who prefer to 
keep their establishments open on 
Saturday and to close Wednesday ; 
but nothing is said about keeping 
open on Saturday the meat shops 
and stores dealing in perishable 
foods. That omission should be 
corrected, It is fair enough to con- 
sult the merchants and the em- 
ployees; but it is not fair to alto- 
gether ignore the interests of the 
buying public, who must eat on 
Sunday, and who will be put to 
serious inconvenience and loss if 
obliged to buy the Sunday food 
supply on Saturday morning or 
Friday afternoon and take chances; 
that it will not spoil in the interval,

Tne Gen- 
eral’s plea, if my memory serves me cor- 
rectly, was based upon the belief that 
was is in the nature of things and that all 
international relationships were settled by 
force and could only be settled rightly 
by force. Indeed, it seemed to me that 
the substance of what the gallant general 
said might very easily be duplicated from 
certain Prussian writings which, three or 
four years ago, were violently repudiated, 
That, however, 1s immaterial, The mill- 
tarism point of view is the same in all 
countries. If General Greisbach ia right 
then there is a gloomy outlook for the 
world; for all the glory of victory and 
all the shallow platitudes about the ennob! 
ing influences of war cannot obscure from 
men the black and horrible tragedy of it. 
“Better, far better,” sald Mr. Asquith, re- 
cently, contemplating the continuance of 
notional rivalries and the consequent de- 
yelopment of the suicide of destruction, 
‘na planet on which human life has be- 
come physically impossible fhan one on 
which it has degenerated into a form of 
organized suicide.” 

It is n reassuring thing, however, to 
know that the sentimen's expressed by 
the Edmonton General are far from beins 
nuiversally received.

Labor’s Magna Charta | 
* rae en oe 

Labor has presented itS magna 
charta, which has asked to have 
incorporated tn the peace settlement 
It is very brief, being composed of 
just nine articles, but it is the most 
important labor document that has 


ever been drawn up. The first clause 
is, that labor should not be degraded, 
merely as a conmmodity or article of 


commerce, This contains the essen- 
tial principle on which the structure 
rests. It is a declaration of emancipa 
tion from the law of supply and de 
mand, The second clause asserts the 
right of associations for all lawful 


purposes both for employed and em 
ployers, Put !n everyday English, It 
means the right to form trade unions 
without interference, a right whica :s 
still denied in one way or another 
to the employees of many corpora- 
tions by the usual method of dismiss- 
ing any employees whe become union 
members, or who are spotted, by spies 
of the company, as proposers of un- 
jonism pmong the employees, The 


third clause demands the payment to | 


the employed of “a wage adequate to 
maintain a reasonable standard of 
Nfe, as this is understood their 
time, and country. 

The fourth clause Is the prop: sal 
of the adoption of an eight hour day 
in all countries, 


The fifth clause is for the adoption | 


of a weekly rest of at least twenty- 
four hours, which should inciide Sun 
day when ever practicable 

The eixth clause ts for the abolition 
of child labor, and the imposition of 
such limitations on the labor of you- 


ne persons as will permit the contin- 
uation of thelr education and @ssmre)

The seventh clause is for equal pay- 
ment for men and women for work 
of equal value. 

The eighth clauee reads: The stand- 
ard set by law in each country with 
respect to the condition of labor 
should have due regard to the equit- 
able economic treatment of all work- 
ers lawfully resident therein.” This 
in effect means that Orientals or other 
races uld not be permitted to lower 
the standard of living in any country 
euch as Canada.

But 
the queerest wool was not sheared 
from a sheep. One day a man, who 
worked at @ great furnace where fron 
was extracted from the ore and then 
melted and moulded into blocks or 
pigs, accidently discovered the new 
wool, He noticed that a stream of!

To fasten the tall plece to the button 

at the back of the violin, get a little 

piece of gut string at the music store 

This gut is thicker than a D string, 

and nearly the sive of a ‘cello A. Put 


the ends of the gut through the holes 


made for the purpose In the taj! plece, 


leaving a loop of ithe proper Size at 
the end of the tall plece. Then hold 
the flame of a lighted match against 
the ends of the tail gut, which wi!l 
ewell into two little knots. Tie the two 
ends together with a piece of stout 
black linen thread, and the job is 
complete 

You can buy vulcanized rubber 
tail piece whieh {# curved at the end, 
so as to fasten over the end of the 
violin on to the button, This requires 
no tail gut, as it is ail [a one piece and 
never breaks. It is a great convenience 
for the violinist as it is very annoy- 
ng to have the tail gut break, the 
bridge fly off and possibly the sound- 
post come down, This may happen 
while playing, and puts the violin 
player completely out of commission, 
until he can get another violin, It is 
of littie use to replace the tail gut and 
try fo resume playing at once, for, 
owing to the constant stretching of | 


the tail gut, the violin will not stand 
in tune fer geome time to come.

To achieve this there must be the 
most complete co-operation between 
the clergyman, the choirmaster and 
the choir. The tyranny of the choir 
has killed many a church, and the 
tyranny and unreasonableness of the 
minister has ruined many a fine choir, 
to get the best results in this as in 
every sphere of activity there must be 
co-operation. Think of the possibill- 
ties of a church where clergyman and 
choirmaster are both looking at the 
church's work from the same angle. 
‘he minister preaches the gospel; the 
choir sings it. Consequently. if the 


sermon {s of a devotional character 
the music will be devotional The 
hymns will breathe the spirit of 
prayer. Ths anthem will harmonize 
with the general theme. Even the 
organ music will express the main 
purpose of the service. But the 


trouble is that too often the clergy- 
man does his work without the co- 
operation of those associated with 
him. He chooses his subject and 
preeaches his sermon while the choir- 
master selects his music with per- 
haps an entirely different thought in 
mind.

USE OF CHILDREN IN THE 
OPERAS 

The number of roles which children 
are permitted to take part in the 
opera is, of course very limited, and 
the number of parts representing 
children is comparatively few. Wag- 
ner was wise enough not to make any- 
thing more than a pantomine part for 
Elsa's little brother and other com- 
posers have known that it ja very dif- 
ficult to carry out the illusion of a 
child when the part is sung ‘by some 
mature singer. The fairy like echar- 
acter of Humperdincks'’ “Hansei and 
Gretel" as well as that of Golamavks 
“Cricket on the Heath” makes the 
juvenile part in those pieces plausible 
and facinating.

THE PASSING OF THE HURDY-GURDY 
What has become cf the hurdy-gurily? 
Not the barrel organ, with which it is 
frequently confused, but the real hurdy- 
gurdy, or veille, as it Is known to the 
I'rench, Only one has been seen in the 
streets of New York within recent years 
and the prospects are that wituin a very 
short time this ancient ‘rstrument will 
be as extinct as the dodo. And yet time 
was when composers took it seriously 
enough to write music especially for it. 

In London it used to be a common 
thing to hear a hurdy-gurdy in the 
streets, but of late years there has been 
only one left with a blind performer, 
and it may have dropped out by this 
time. He was not a good player, but 
there was a French player there in the 
sixties. or seventies who 1s said to have 
been a master of his instrument, . 

The hurdy-gurdy or vellle, London 
Musical opinion points out, in differen - 
tlating it from the barrel organ, is uw 
stringed instrument played by a revolving 
wheel. The wheel is covered with resin, 
and the strings are thus set in vibration. 
The notes are produced by the stopping 
of the strings by means of a ciavier on 
the finger board, and other strings in ad- 
dition provide a drone bass. Sarly in 
the eighteenth century the viello had a con- 
siderable vogue in France, much as the 
harp has during the period of the first 
Empire. Many of the French .vielles of 
that period are beautiful and artistic pre-

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ductions. In the hands of a skilled per- 
former the hurdy-gurdy is not destitute of 
musical value. The staccato with the 
wheel is suprisingly brilliant; the defect 
of the instrument for the listener ts its 
monotony of force and inténation, and for 
the player the extreme fatigue which the 
rotary motion induces in the muscles of 
the right arm. 

A scholarly little pamphlet upon the In- 
strument entitled “Dissertation Historique 
sur ln Vielle’ by Antoine Termson, was 
published fn 1741. At about the same 
period Michel Corrette wrote a method for 
the Instrument; a copy exists at Rouen 
and another in the Musee ¢f the Paris 
Conservatoire. Many of the less Impor- 
tant French composers of the middle of 
the elghteenth century, and some indeed of 
tigher rank, occupled themselves in writ- 
ing pieces for this instrument during its 
| period of favor.

SOOTHING SYRUPS 
WITH PART OPIUM 


Medical Men in Ottawa House 
Ask That Their Sale Be 
Prohibited 


Ottawa, May 15—Soothing syrups 

containing opium were widely con- 
demned in the house tonight. From 
medical men on both sides, the plea 
came that the sale of such syrups 
|should be prohibited by law. 
;_ A senate bill to amend the present 
Medicines act was under ccnsidera- 
jtion. “If,” declared Dr. Beland, “Can- 
adian mothers were aware of the con- 
stituents of some of these medicines 
they would not think of giving them 
to their children.” 

And Dr. Beland moved an amend- 
ment to prohibit the sale of such pa- 
to 
children under 15 years of age. Dis- 
cussion which followed favored the 
amendment but would have to go fur- 
ther, 

Then Dr, Beland changed the word- 
ing. As it now stands, the amend- 


‘ment, if adopted, will totally prohibit 


the sale of patent medicines ‘'contain- 


jing opium or its derivatives for in- 
| ternal use,” 
Hon. A. K, MacLean, who had 


charge of the bill, suggested that the 
amendment stand over for considera-

tion. This course was adopted and 
the committee immediately reported 
progress on the bill. In the course of 
the discussion Dr. McGibbon obsery- 
ed that the measure had “‘all the ear- 
marks of a commercial transaction,” 
and he wanted to know who was fath- 
er of the bill. 

J. H, Sinclair, Guysboro, had a ser- 
fes of questions in regard to the Can- 
adian Northern to ask. at question 
time in the house this afternoon. 

Dr. Reid, minister of railways, in- 
formed him that the amount of fixed 
charges on the Canadian Northern 
system for the year ending Dec, 31, 
1918, was $17,735,622.
